Or have the three Perſons bur one only jelf- 
ſame Underſtanding, Will and in Num- 
ber, as there is bur one ſlf-ſame Subſtance in 
Number ? If he faich the former, he joins 
Hands with Dr. Sberioch; and is guilry of
